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OULD you help 
a young person 
by offering them 
a safe, secure and 
supportive home at a 
crucial point in their life? 

That’s the question being 
asked during Foster Care 
Fortnight, which runs from 
1 to 14 June, in a bid to 
encourage more potential 
carers to come forward. 

Over 63,000 children live 
with almost 55,000 foster 
families across the UK, but a 
further 8,000 are needed to 
help vulnerable children in 
need of care and support. 

Joy Harris, 50, is chair 
of Hackney Foster Carers 
Council, a group which 
works in partnership with 
the Council to support 
carers with activities, coffee 
mornings and newsletters. 

Joy has been fostering 
in Hackney for almost 
five years, and has looked 
after five children and two 
mothers with babies in that 
time. She started fostering 
because it fitted in with her 
existing commitments. 


Joy says: “Fostering 
allowed me to look after 
my elderly father.” Adding: 
“Every day is a challenge, 
but fostering is hugely 
rewarding. Making a 
change, providing security, 
giving love that 
someone may 
never have 
had. It helps 
brings out 
the child 
in you, 
you laugh 
endlessly 
and see the 
joy on their 
faces.” 

Nationwide, a 
shortage of foster carers 
means that people like 
Joy are invaluable. They 
support children who, due 
to family difficulties, illness, 


bereavement or abuse, 
cannot remain with their 
birth parents. 

Patience, the ability to 
work well with fostering 
support teams, and a 
passion for caring for 
children are all 
essential 
attributes 
for foster 
carers. 

In 

return, 
they get 
excellent 
training and 
development 
opportunities 
and the support 
of clinicians and social 
workers. Carers also receive 
an allowance that covers the 
cost of looking after a child 
and includes a professional 


fee recognising the valuable 
work they do. 

But being a foster carer 
isn’t always easy. Joy says: 
“The first few weeks after 
a new placement are the 
hardest. It’s a two-way 
process though, the child 
teaches us about what life 
was and we’re teaching 
them about what life could 
be. They also sort out 
your mobile phones and 
computers for you! 

“After those first few 
weeks, as the child and 
foster carer understand each 
other, the reward is that they 
trust you, and that’s when 
you know you’re doing a 
good job and what makes it 
so rewarding.”

PSPO update 


Council removes ‘sleeping 
rough’ reference from order 

PLANS aimed attaching anti-social behaviour in Hackney 
have been revised following feedback from the public. 

The Council has amended its Public Space Protection 
Order (PSPO) to better explain how it intends to use the 
new powers. 

The order, which has been in place since April, gives the 
Council powers to intervene and help vulnerable people 
- many of whom have serious addiction and mental 
health issues - as well as tackle behaviour such as 
drunkenness, public urination and verbal abuse, 
all of which have an impact on residents, businesses 
and visitors. 

It is aimed at helping a handful of people in a small area of 
the borough, who have refused help from the Council and 
its partner, homeless charity Thames Reach. 

Included in the original order was a reference to ‘rough 
sleeping’ which, along with the other elements of the 
order, carried a potential fine. This reference has now 
been removed, and the Council will continue to tackle 
anti-social behaviour in the area through a combination of 
support and enforcement. 

Deputy Mayor of Hackney, Cllr Sophie Linden, said: 
“Anyone sleeping rough in Hackney is always offered a 
bed and the support and help they need. 

“The order was never intended to punish people who have 
fallen on hard times, been evicted and found themselves 
without a roof over their heads. 

“It was designed to tackle persistent anti-social behaviour 
in the area and nudge a handful of people who have 
resisted all attempts to help them off the streets and out 
of a life of addiction. 

“Working with street beggars, street drinkers and 
entrenched rough sleepers who have refused help 
and support is vital in both helping them and resolving 
unacceptable behaviour which is having a real impact on 
residents, businesses and visitors. 

“Enforcement was always going to be the last resort. The 
point of the order was to push people into treatment, and 
if necessary we would seek injunctions rather than fines.”

Ian Castle and Cllr Guy Nicholson unveil the plaque 


Plaque commemorates WW1 
bombing raid over London 

A NEW plaque in Stoke Newington has 
been unveiled to commemorate the 
first bombing raid on London during 
the First World War. 

On 31 May 1915, a bomb 
dropped from a German Zeppelin 
hit 1 6 Alkham Road, N1 6. It was 
the first aerial bomb ever dropped 
on the capital. 

Beginning shortly after 1 1 pm, this first 
raid took many residents by surprise as high- 
explosive and incendiary bombs fell across Hackney 
including Nevill, Cowper, Balls Pond, Shakespeare and 
Allen roads. Incredibly, no one was injured at Alkham 
Road, where the bomb started a fire on the top floor of 
the family home. 

Official figures show seven people were killed and 35 
injured following the raid, which caused 41 fires as the 
airship continued southwards over Hackney, Tower 
Hamlets and Waltham Forest. 

Commemorating the momentous events of that night 
100 years ago, Cllr Guy Nicholson, Cabinet Member for 
Regeneration, and Ian Castle, historian and author, who 
has extensively researched the details of this first raid, 
unveiled a new plaque on 1 6 Alkham Road on 29 May. 
Ian Castle, said: “I am delighted by the unveiling of this 
plaque, which not only commemorates an important 
moment in the history of the borough of Hackney, but 
also a significant point in the history of London too.”

What a load of rubbish 



Ever wondered where your recycling goes after 
putting it into the bin? Read on to find out more

I T feels odd discussing 
reincarnation while 
wearing a hard hat. 

Yet here I am, standing 
inside the Bywaters 
Material Recovery 
Facility, by the River Lea 
in Bow, doing just that. All 
the while, 500 tonnes of 
plastic bags, milk bottles, 
beer cans and cardboard 
boxes are churning, 
juddering, crunching and 
smashing below me. 

Ever wondered where 
your recycling goes after 
its collected? If you live 
or work in Hackney, the 
answer is right here, under 


my feet. 

That could be your coke 
can, sweeping along a giant 
conveyer belt, to be sorted 
before being sent off to a 
new life as a car part. Or 
last week’s newspaper, in a 
colossal mountain of paper 
and crushed glass, getting 
ready to be turned into 
building aggregate for the 
city’s next skyscraper. 

Or even your plastic 
milk carton, being quality- 
checked by hand so that 
it can become another 
milk carton in someone 
else’s kitchen. 

“Your plastic milk carton 
might have had 10 or 15 
lives already,” explains 
David Bowman, Bywaters’ 


manager. So, his business 
is a sort of Buddhism for 
bottles, then? “Yeah, kind 
of,” he laughs. 

Licensed to process 
125,000 tonnes of 
dry recyclables a year, 
Bywaters has the contract 
for the North London 
Waste Authority, of which 
Hackney is a part. 

“If your plastic milk 
carton went into your 
general bin bag instead 
of into a recycling bin, it 
would take 100 years to 
degrade,” explains David. 

In Hackney, recyclable 
plastic like tubs, pots and, 
yes, milk cartons, have 
what’s called the lowest 
‘capture rate’ of all the 


recyclable materials - 4,800 
tonnes of it is thrown away 
every year instead 
of being recycled. 

Seven North London 
boroughs, including 
Hackney, have a joint 
target of recycling 50 per 
cent of their waste by 2020. 
Hackney currently recycles 
25 per cent of all its waste, 
but the majority of the 
other 75 per cent thrown 
away by residents could 
also be recycled. 

“People remember to 
recycle their kitchen goods, 
but forget that you can 
recycle bathroom products, 
like shampoo and shower 
gel bottles,” says David. 

His biggest bugbear,

If 
people don’t rinse their jars 
out, they can contaminate 
the whole bag. But adding 
the odd non-recyclable 
object by mistake is less of 
a problem. 

David says: “If you stick 
the wrong product in a 
bag - a bit of cellophane, 
for example, which people 
often don’t realise they 
can’t recycle - then it 
will get picked up by our 
quality control and the rest 
of the bag’s contents go on 
to be recycled fine.” 

We walk into a long 
cabin in which workers 
wearing high visibility vests 
and dust masks are doing 
one of these manual checks, 


removing any unsuitable 
materials from the 
revolving production line 
in front of them. As a new 
load is tipped out, several 
used nappies in plastic bags 
slide past them. 

“If the person who threw 
those into their recycling 
bin knew that real people 
do these checks, they 
wouldn’t do it again,” 
says David. 

Between 105 and 110 
staff are employed on the 
site each day, keeping it 
running 24 hours a day. 
These workers, described 
by David as ‘the beating 
heart of Bywaters’, 
combined with a spaghetti- 
junction of gargantuan 


machinery that criss-crosses 
the warehouse, mean that 
almost nothing is wasted. 

First, lorries back into 
the warehouse and spill 
the heaving recycling 
sacks onto giant piles on 
the ground, where a crane 
lifts them into its claws 
and loads them into the 
terrifying jaws of a bag 
splitter. Freed from their 
containers, the materials 
then pass through the 


‘pre-sorting’ cabin, where 
unsuitable materials are 
sifted out by hand. 

From there, they pass 
along a belt of rotating 
wheels that separates 
materials by size. A 
machine called a polishing 
screen throws two- 
dimensional objects (like 
paper), to the top of the 
pile and three-dimensional 
objects (like boxes), to the 
bottom, sending them off in 


separate directions on their 
different conveyor belts. 

Then there are paper 
sorting cabins, magnets 
that attract ferrous metals, 
‘fines’ to separate small 
metals and paper from 
glass, and currents that 
repel aluminium materials. 

The site is the largest in 
London. It is so vast that it 
looks like an apocalyptic 
dystopia - jumbled floors 
of shuddering metal and 
tattered garlands of tangled 
plastic bags hanging from 
its parts. It is hot, noisy, 
dusty, slightly smelly and 
extremely technical. But it 
is also highly efficient. 

At the end of the 
warehouse, parked and 


ready for collection, are 
neatly stacked bales of 
separated materials: paper 
forming some, polyethylene 
terephthalates like coke 
bottles forming others, and 
high-density polythene 
like our milk carton 
forming yet more... 

From here they will be 
transported to reprocessing 
sites in the UK, to re-enter 
the production cycle. Or be 
reincarnated. However you 
prefer to look at it.

O NE hundred and 
seven years ago, 
when I was born,” 
says Irene Sinclair, 
“people didn’t have fridges 
or freezers, so my mother 
cooked fresh food for 
us every day. And they 
didn’t have pesticides or 
chemicals for the fields, so 
everything was natural.” 

The Stoke Newington 
resident has seen a lot 
of the world. Aged 96, 
she modelled for Dove, 
travelling the globe, seeing 
her face on the billboards of 
Manhattan, Berlin, Milan 
and Paris. Last month, 
Joanna Lumley and Miriam 
Gonzales lined up to have 
their photos taken with 
her, at a United Nations 
sponsored ceremony where 
she was given a Lifetime 
Achievement award. 
Nevertheless, her secret to 
long life is simple: fresh food 
and exercise. 

“In Guyana, where we 
lived, there were very few 
vehicles, so we walked 
to school, two miles each 
way. Occasionally, the 
Royal Mail van would pass 
and take pity on us, but 
otherwise we used our feet 
and it did us no harm,” 

Irene says. 

At 17, she became a 
history teacher. Ninety years 
later, sitting in her spotless 
flat in a retirement block, 
she says: “I can tell you all 
the monarchs from 1550 
onwards. I do codebreaker 
puzzles for hours every day, 
you see. It keeps me sharp, I 
don’t know where I would 
be without them.” 

It wasn’t until 1957 that 
she came to London. She 
says: “My daughter was 
here working as a nurse and 
she had a baby. So I came 


over to look after the child.” 

Irene says her life really 
began at 92. That was the 
year that she was invited to 
the Queen Mother’s 100th 
birthday party. 

She recalls: “I was eight 
years younger than her, and 
a friend who had been asked 
to the celebrations gave me 
her invitation. It was at St 
James’ Palace, I seemed to 
be the only black person 
there. I wore a light lemon 
dress, I cannot tell you how 
many admirers I had.” 

And that, really, was 
just the beginning of her 
nonagenarian adventures. A 
few years later, the director 
of a new Dove ad campaign 
came looking for women 
between the ages of 70 and 
80 to be included as models. 
The caretaker in Irene’s 
building put the two in 
contact. When the director 
arrived, she was nonplussed 
when the 95-year-old 
opened the front door. 

“She asked me if my 
mother was in. She couldn’t 
believe I was the age I said I 
was,” explains Irene. 

Adding: “She took some 
photographs and showed 
them to Rankin. Rankin 
said, ‘I want to meet her,’ 
and the next week I was 
having my photo taken by a 
famous photographer.” 

Within months her face 
was on the side of buses and 
buildings, in magazines and 
on posters. But that wasn’t 
the end. 

Irene says: “The contract 
I’d signed obliged me to 
travel with the advertising 
campaign too. They offered 


us champagne on the flight - 
at 10.30 in the morning, can 
you imagine! And when we 
arrived, I had a suite in the 
hotel, with a separate sitting 
room and a television that 
span round so you could 
watch it wherever you were. 

“We had a lovely time, 
going from one place to 
another, meeting people, 
taking photos, answering 
questions. We went to 
Madrid, Paris, on to Berlin, 
then back to Paris ... It was 
wonderful: seeing my face 
64 feet up in Wall Street 
and blown up huge in 
Times Square, and then 
plastered over a wall of 
Milan Cathedral.” 

Then, in March this year, 
International Woman’s 
Month, Irene received 
two separate awards for 
the inspiration she has 
provided to women in their 
later years. First she was 
honoured at an event called 
Awesome You, organised by 
another Guyanese woman, 
the journalist Sherry Ann 
Dixon. Then she was 
presented with a Lifetime 
Achievement award at 
the star-studded Women: 
Inspiration & Enterprise 
(WIE) Awards. 

How did she handle two 
awards ceremonies in one 
month? Irene laughs: “It’s 
a good thing I’m still a 
night person.” Adding: “I 
still love going out in the 
evening, I like music and I 
love to dance. I have four 
grandchildren, two great 
grandchildren and another 
one expected soon. I have a 
lot of pleasure in my life.”

Bar owner fined for fly tipping 

A NIGHTCLUB owner has been fined over £1 0,000 after 
being found guilty of dumping rubbish on the street. 
Leonard Bagot, who owns Bar 51 2 on Kingsland Road, 
pleaded guilty to two offences of breach of duty of care 
linked with fly tipping offences and two offences of failing 
to produce waste transfer documentation. 

He was fined £3,350 and ordered to pay £655 in costs 
and victim surcharge. 

Prior to sentencing, a previous conviction for fly tipping 
and failing to produce waste transfer documentation was 
cited. Bagot was found guilty on both charges and fined a 
further £4,500 and ordered to pay £1 ,535 costs. 

In total, the fly tipping cost Bagot £1 0,040. 


Largest electric car sharing 
service arrives in Hackney 

LONDON’S largest electric car sharing service has 
arrived in Hackney. 

Thirty fully electric BMWs appeared on the borough’s 
streets last month - along with Islington, Haringey 
and Waltham Forest - as part of the DriveNow car 
sharing service. 

The company aims to make green transport more 
accessible by removing the need to pre-book vehicles. 
Instead, an app locates the nearest car to each customer 
and unlocks it for them so they can drive it instantly. 

It can then be dropped anywhere in the four boroughs, 
rather than at a designated parking bay. 

Joseph Seal-Driver, Managing Director of DriveNow UK, 
said: “We are committed to giving people a 
competitive, emission-free alternative to 
traditional transport methods.”

Reminder to keep the borough’s parks clean and recycle waste when on the go 



HACKNEY has 58 
parks, gardens and open 
spaces, totalling about 
330 hectares. As London’s 
greenest inner city borough, 
it is easy to find an outdoors 
spot to enjoy some food and 
drink in the sun. 

But that can create a lot 
of waste. Everyone knows 
to throw their rubbish in 
litter bins, but most of it 


could actually be recycled. 

Glass and plastic bottles, 
drinks cans, foil, tubs 
from dips, fruit punnets 
and plastic trays are all 
recyclable. But food waste, 
napkins and plastic film 
should go all in the general 
waste bin. 

In the borough’s most 
popular parks - such as 
London Fields - recycling 


bins can be identified by the 
cow hide patterns on them. 
In other green spaces there 
are split litter bins, with the 
orange side for recycling. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 

“A quick way to recycle 
more is to bring two carrier 
bags when you’re having a 
picnic. Put recycling in one, 


and non-recyclables in the 
other, then pop them in the 
right bin on your way out. 

“Not only is recycling 
better for the environment, 
it saves money. The more 
the Council can recycle, 
the less money it has to 
waste on disposal costs. 
This means it has more to 
spend on other services like 
maintaining parks.”

The team had got off 
to a fantastic start by not 
conceding any goals at 
the group stage. They 
went on to beat Waltham 
Forest and Newham in 
the knockout stage, before 
winning against Haringey 
in the semi-final. 

Nana Badu, team 
manager, said: “It was hard 
work, but well deserved, 
the London Youth Games 
allow kids to get involved 
in sports they’ve never tried 


before and end up with 
gold. Our sessions are done 
with music, so it’s not just 
a handball club, it’s a club 
where you can play and 
have fun. Eventually, it got 
serious, we realised we’re 
actually quite good.” 

The London Youth 
Games is Europe’s largest 
annual youth sports event 
with 33 boroughs entering 
teams in 3 1 different 
sports, which will continue 
until July.

A N innovative 

project is seeking 
ideas from 
residents about 
how bars and pubs in 
Hackney could be more 
welcoming for people who 
want to drink less alcohol 
on a night out, or to not 
drink at all. 

Club Soda, a start-up 
company supporting 
people who want to change 
their drinking habits, has 
partnered with charity 
Alcohol Concern to develop 
the pilot with funding from 
the Council’s Healthier 
Hackney Fund. 

They will work with 
customers and venue 
owners in Dalston to 
design and test ideas, which 


could include soft drink 
promotions, or point-of- 
sale displays. 

A recent survey found 
that almost 40 per cent of 
residents said they don’t 
drink alcohol at all, with 16 
to 24-year-olds most likely 
to abstain (54 per cent). 
Women, black and minority 
ethnic residents and people 
aged 65 years or over were 
even less likely to drink. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 


Health, Social Care and 
Culture, said: “Hackney 
is known for its fantastic 
nightlife, and pubs and bars 
are an essential part of our 
night-time economy. But 
we want to help people 
avoid the health risks of 
excessive drinking. 

“This unique project, 
funded through our 
Healthier Hackney Fund, 
aims to bring venue owners 
and customers together 
to design new ways of 


supporting people who 
want to cut down, or stop 
drinking, in a way that will 
benefit local businesses as 
well as residents.” 

Laura Willoughby, from 
Club Soda, added: “Pubs 
are an important part of our 
social life and culture, and 
we want to see if they can 
improve their business by 
becoming more welcoming 
for all of their customers, 
whether they want to drink 
alcohol or not.”

A FASCINATING 
exhibition that 
celebrates life 
on Woodberry 
Down Estate over the past 
60 years is currently on 
display at the Redmond 
Community Centre, N4. 

People of all ages and 
backgrounds have come 
together to document 
what Woodberry Down 
means to them. 

According to the 
Woodberry Down 
Community Organisation 
(WDCO), it is ‘the story of 
the building, sustaining and 
refreshing of a community 
... it is about the importance 
of social housing, then and 
now, and it is concerned 
with how we build an 
integrated and mixed 
community in our cities’. 
Created in a partnership 


between the WDCO and 
Eastside Community 
Heritage, with finance from 
the Heritage Lottery Fund, 
the project has researched 
and recorded the stories of 
residents, some of whom 
have lived on the estate 
since it was built just after 
the Second World War. 

It’s not the first time 
that residents have helped 
document their lives. In the 
late 1980s, the Woodberry 
Down Memories Group 
met for two years to collect 
reminiscences, photographs 
and documents. In 1989, 
they published ‘Woodberry 
Down’s Memories: the 
history of an LCC housing 
estate’, a copy of which is 
held at Hackney Archives. 

The latest project has 
also produced a book, 
‘Woodberry Down: the 
people’s story’. Both the 
book and exhibition trace 
the story of the estate 


through the recollections 
of tenants and users of the 
school, library, health centre 
and shops, recounting how 
the community has come 
together over the years to 
fight for changes, from road 
safety, to saving the Stoke 
Newington reservoirs, 
to campaigning for the 
regeneration of the estate. 

Woodberry Down’s 
history is bookended by 
its early days as the largest 
public authority housing 
estate in Europe, to its 
present state as one of the 
UK’s biggest regeneration 
projects, involving the 
demolition of 1,980 homes 
and the construction of 


over 5,500 new social 
and private ones. New 
public facilities are also 
being created - some of 
which are already up and 
running - including three 
public parks; the Redmond 
Community Centre and 
Woodberry Down Library; 
Skinners’ Academy and an 
extended primary school; 
a childrens’ centre; and 
fresh retail and commercial 
opportunities. 

The estate is now a very 
different place to the one 
that originally offered 
new homes to those who 
had been living in squalid, 
overcrowded slums. Then, 
just to have running, hot 


water was a comfort. 

Stuart Goodman recalls: 
“It was unbelievable luxury! 
We had our own front 
door, and we were self- 
contained ... we were the 
first in the family to have 
our own bathroom.” 

Once the 20-year 
regeneration project is 
complete there will be new 
residents amongst the old, 
private homes amongst the 
social housing. As resident 
Valerie Goff says in the 
book: “This place got run 
down . . . and now they’re 
building all this up again, 
it’s making it nice again 
. . . it’s getting better now 
because of the new flats 
being built.” 

It’s a time of great change 
for the estate, acknowledged 
and marked by the project 
which echoes the motto of 
the old borough of Stoke 
Newington: ‘Look Back! 
Look Forward!’ Perhaps in 


a few decades’ time there 
will be another exhibition 
and another book recording 
the first years of the newly 
regenerated estate and the 
stories that its refreshed 
community then has to tell. 

‘Woodberry Down: the 
peoples’ story’ is on at the 
Redmond Community 
Centre until 30 June. Part 
of it will later be on display 
at Hackney Archives. The 
book is also available at 
borough libraries.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is Cllr Sharon Patrick.
